A combined attack upon the 
I Boers appears to be in progress. Gen. 
Biiller has^ gained a footing 
on 
the 
plateau north of the Tugela, after two 
days’ hard fig-hting. 
On the far west­ 
ern border Lord Methuen has begun 
a. turning movement ag’ainst the Boer 
tight, w’hile Gen. McDonald threatens 
the Boer flank, thus relieving the pres­ 
sure on Lord Methuen's front. 
Lord 
Koberts, who, according“ to an inform­ 
ant in close touch with the war ofiice. 
Is in the middle of the theat-t‘r of war, 
has begun the march on Bloemfontein. 
The Boers have taken 
the 
initiative 
Against Gen. Gatacfe. attacking two 
of his positions at Sterkstroom. 


I t really looks as though the general 
forward movement so long talked of 


at four In th« afternoon, the 
enemy, encouraged doubtless by their suc­ 
cess at Spion kop, endeavored to recapture 
the position taken by us at' Vaal Krantz. 
They were beat'en back, however, with 
loss. 
The work accomplished so far has 
been magnificently done. 
The .shell and 
maxim fire poured in by the Boers has 
been extremely severe, but our lo.s.ses are, 
comparatively speaking, small. The Dur­ 
ham liglit Infantry took a few prisoners in 
the course of their charge. 


“The enemy, as u.«ual. fought with the 
utmost.‘?tubborne.ss. TheI3ritish maneuver­ 
ing and the accuracy of aim on the 
part of the Britl.sh artlller>' during the 
fighting on Monday were beyond praise. 
There Is not the .slightest likelihood that 
the Doers will .«lucoeed in dislodging us from 
tlie positions we have gained, and the pros­ 
pects of the relief of Ladysmith are de- 
cidely hopeful. 


7'lie I l o e r F o n l t i o n . 


"It is said that the Boers suffered very 
heavily, as their ambulances were hard at 
work. 
The Boer position consisted of a 
line of kopjes, strongly intrenched, extend­ 
ing three miles from Spion kop and curving 
.'^harply at the eastern end to the south, 
about opposite Zwart’s kop, which is a 
stf ep hill .south of the Tugela that the Brit­ 
ish occupied before the seizure of Polglet- 
er's drift. 


“The war balloon has proved a most use­ 
ful adjunct, malting ascents dally and get­ 
ting information as to the Boer positions. 
The lioer.'i directed a heavy shrapnel fire, 
in the endeavor to destroy the balloon ap- 
jfaratus.”

“ You must not worry about 
the 
plague, for most of it is confined to the 
C hina town district, and every precau­ 
tion is taken against its spreading. 
T h e ie are two in.spections a day of 
every house, and when a case is found 
the patient is im mediately taken to the 
hospital or pest house, and all the 
property burned down about the in­ 
fected premises. 
Y esterday they sta rt­ 
ed t ) burn a few houses in China town 
but '-he Ure got beyond control and the 
whole district was burned, about 45tX) 
Chinese and Japanese being turned out 
homeless.
